which the pioviders are most Interest- 
ed. This, of course, gives shape and 
trend to the development. But it does 
more: It creates the need of teachers 
not heretofore adequately prepared or 
not prepared in adequate numbers. The 
need of general oversight and close ad- 
ministration. 
Even more, when teach' 


ers are not supported by student fees, 
but aie paid from the university treas- 
ury without reference to the. number of 
students they have or very sharp dis- 
crimination about the quality of work 
they do, there is no automatic way of 
getting rid of the teachers who do not 
teac-h or of investigators who do not 
produce. Some competent and protect- 
ed authority must accomplish this and 
cuntinually reinforce the teaching staff 
with virile men. The competition be- 
tween institutions rather than between 
men, and the natural'reluctance at de- 
posing a teacher, are 
producing pa- 


thetic situations at different points in 
many American universities and are 
likelv to become the occasion of more 
weakness in our university system 
than has been widely realized. 


Sentiment Does Not. 


Yet again, the sentiment of thjs 


country does not agree, and doubtless 
will never again agree, that American 
universities 
shall 
stand 
for mere 


"scholarships" 
without reference 
to 


character, or that boys shall be allow- 
ed to go to the devil without hindrance 


tK" lack of university leadership 


or to accommodate administrative cmv- 
ardice or convenience. Students will 
lave to be controlled and guided in 
this country, and American universities 
will have to have leaders who are lead- 
ers of moral as well as of learning and 
who will stir the common sense and 
use the common sentiment through the 
authoritative word

One may lament that our universities 


are not copied upon German or English 
models: that overwhelming numbers 
of students are going to them; that all

sc holarbhip, 
nor a vaunting of 
mere 


scholarship without reference to moral 
character. The labor is lost. These 
things are so; they are right because 
they are so: because they are the. out- 
growth of the compounding of a great 
new nation in the world and because 
they are the logical outworkings of a 
marvelous advance in the thinking of 
men who are free to do-some thinking 
for themseh es.

Not a Corporation. 


The university can not become a bus- 


iness corporation with a business cor- 
poration'^ ordinary implications.

greatest men and women: business cor- 
porations are mainly to make money. If 
this is a harsh characterization, it can 
not be denied that it lias been earnec 
by tht: great business corporations with 
whu-h the gnat umversities must b'e 
compared if they are to be compared 
with any.

large their 


quantity, are not of a character to im-' 
jjart any medicinal qualify to the com- 
pound; but where substances undoubt- 
dly medicinal in their character are 
compound with whisky or other alco- 
holic liquor and are used in sufficient 
quantity to give a medicinal quality 
to the liquor other than that which 
it may inherently possess, such com- 
pound is of course, not to be included 
in this ruling. 


The question in each case, arising 


under the terms of this circular wHl toe 
determined by this office, not merely 
upon result of the analysis of the for 
ititila submitted by the manufactui 
of the compound, but upon result af 
the analysis made in the chemical lab- 
oratory here of samples obtained in 
the open market and sent in fay the 
local 
internal-revenue 
officers 
auti 


agents. 


The ruling as to these compounds in 


the fourth paragraph of Circular Nq. 
60S (Treasury Decisions, 1901, vol. 4, 
p. 210), "that if they are composed of 
spirits 
in 
combination 
with 
drugs, 


herbs, roots, etc., and are held out as 
remedies for disease stated in labels on 
the bottles, they are to be regarded as 
medicines until the facts ascertained, 
as to the purpose for which they are 


ualb sold or used, show them to be 


beverages, and until such facts are 
obtained druggists and merchants who 
sell these compounds in good faith as 
medicines until the facts are 'ascer- 
tained as to the purpose for which they 
are usually sold or used, show them 
to be beverages, and until such facts 
are obtained druggists and merchants 
who sell these compounds in good faith 
as medicines only are to be called on 
to pay special tax as liquor dealers on 
account of such sales," is hereby re- 
voked. 


But in order that no injustice may 


be done lo these druggists and mer- 
chants who, without holding special- 
ax stamps as liquor dealers, now have 
in stock these compounds for sale as 
medicines, this circular will not be put 
.nto effect until December 1, 1905. 


Collectors will, however, immediate- 


ly upon the receipt of this circular send 
out notice to all druggists and mer- 
chants 'dealing in proprietary medicines 
in their districts who do not hold the 
requisite special-tax stamp as liquor' 
dealers, that on and after December 
1, 1905, they will be required to pay 
special tax for selling the alcoholic 
compounds coming within the ruling 
now promulgated even when they sell 
them in good faith for medicinal use 
only, never selling them as beverages, 
nor selling them knowingly to those 
ouying them for use as beverages.
